Two CSUS professors invest in local cable TV future

Two CSUS professors have invested $15,000 ina 
cable company which is competing to obtain a 
“winner take all” license frorn local government to 
operate cable television in the Sacramento area 

The $15,000 investments represent a five percent 
ownership for both Civil Engineering Professor 
William Neuman and Social Work Professor Jesse 
McClure in Greater Sacramento City/County Cable 
Inc 

The company ts actually two local corporations 
the Greater Sacramento City Cable Company and 
the Greater Sacramento County Cable Company 
with the same 20 shareholders The company will 
apply to the city counci! and county Board of Super 
visors for a cable television franchise, according to 
the state department of corporations 


lf the city or county decides not to handle the 
proposal by the Greater Sacramento City/County 
Cable inc as one application, the company has the 
option to apply as separate companies 

The license to operate a Sacramento cable 
system has a market value of almost $100 million and 
could produce more than $5 million in profits each 
year to the company which acquires the license 
cable experts told the Sacramento Bee 


Officers of the Greater Sacramento City/County 
Cable Inc include three members of the city school 
board — William K. Haldeman, Eva Garcia and Ver- 
non Freeman and former KCRA Business 
Manager Bob Rios 

Haldeman, president of the company, said there 
was no intended focus on gathering investors with

Neuman agreed the group was “looking for

Yaley said there is a need to educate men and women to prevent 
a potential victim from becoming a victim 

“We estimate that one out of seven women in the larger Sac 
ramento area will be victimized by sexual assault in the year 
1961," Yaley said 


“There really is a bottom line to rape awareness and preven- 
tion. Rape awareness is a psychological concept which in- 
corporates assertiveness into the recognition of a woman's 
vulnerability,” she explained

Weicome back to possibly your iast semester of 
tuition - free school. With the state surplus gone and 
the prospects of deficit spending. the California 
Legislature will be looking for every possible way of 
reducing the price tag for public colleges. While 
several methods have been Suggested as means of 
economizing, Jason Peltier, member board of 
trustees, CSUC. is quick to point out that many 
view tuition as an ace in the hole 

Should this kind of sentiment prevail, the his
